Army completed the first sectional 


|stage of their round the world 


flight here today. Maj. Frederick 
K. Martin, piloting the flag plane 
of the squadron, Lieut. Leigh Wade 
and Lieut. Lowell H. Smith ar- 
rived from Vancouver Barracks, 
Washington, and made an easy 
landing just before 1 p.m. Lieut. 
Erik Nelson came in with his plane 


at mid-afternoon, having made a 
nonstop flight from Eugene, Or., 
which he left at 11:40 a.m. 

All of the flyers arrived in fine 
fettle and all the planes were in 
first-class condition. 

“Thus far,” said Maj. Martin 
after landing. “We have had the 
best of luck. Our planes apparent- 
ly are fit. We have taken no 
chances and we shall take none 
unnecessarily.

Apology for Shooting at 
Marines; No One Hurt

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Dis- 
patches from the United States 
cruiser Milwaukee to the Navy De- 
partment tonight say the Hondu- 
ran troops opened fire today on a 
body of United States marines who 
were landed from the warship yes- 
terday at Amapaela with orders to 
proceed to Tegucigalpa, the capital 
of the revolt-torn country, to pro- 
tect the lives and property of 
Americans. 

The marines were marching 
through the military lines thrown 
about the capital when the Hon- 
duran soldiers fired upon them. 
The marines, none of whom was 
hit, did not return the fire, . 

Government officials promptly 
sent an apology to the Americans 
saying the soldiers had opened fire 
by mistake. A demand was then 
made to the American Minister 
Morales that the marines be with- 
drawn immediately. Morales in- 
formed the de facto government 
that the American troops will re- 
main on Honduran soll until the 
United States has been assured that 
order will be maintained.

ADMITS COOLIDGE VICTORY 


Johnson Camp Attempts to Alibi Crushing Defeat in 
North Dakota Primaries 


[EXCLUSIVE

March 20.—President Coolidge's victory in the 
| North Dakota Presidential primaries was conceded today when the 
leaders of the Hiram Johnson camp here 


issued a brief statement 


criticizing the President and getting forth alibis for their disastrous 


defeat. 

The Johnson forces made no se- 
cret of the fact that they consid- 
ered a victory for their candidate 
in North Dakota of vital impor- 
tance in bolstering up his shat- 
tered campaign, and left no stone 
unturned in their efforts to win. 
Returns available early tonight 
show that Mr. Coolidge is main- 
taining a lead of nearly 15,000 over 
Senator Robert M. la Follette of 
Wisconsin, whose name was writ- 
ten on the ballots. The Califor- 
nia Senator is running third. 

Returns from 1780 precincts gave 
Coolidge 48,240, La Follette 33,404 
and Johnson 29,677. There are 
2058 precincts in the State. 

“Calvin Coolidge by a minority 
vote has been given the Presiden- 
tial preference in the Republican 
primary,” said the Johnson state- 
ment. “This result was predicted 
two months ago by the Johnson 
supporters and Senator Johnson 
himself if the anti-Coolidge forces 
eplit their vote. 

“This split was achieved when 
Roy Frazier, Coolidge supporter 
and Nonpartisan League executive 
committeeman, in a well-financed 
eleventh-hour “sticker campaign, | 
put Ia Follette in the field after 
the Wisconsin man had withdrawn. 


This gave the sticker campaign the 
machinery of the Nonpartisan Lea- 
gue, its official newspaper, its lo- 
cal newspapers and practically its 
entire organization. 

“If it had not been for this stick- 

er campaign the vote shows Hiram 
Johnson would have been precti- 
cally a 2-to-1 victor against Cool- 
idge. 
“Coolidge had the indorsement 
of the dominant political organiza- 
tion, the Independent Voters’ As- 
sociation and its leader, Gov. Nes- 
tos, and was well supplied with un- 
limited funds. Coolidge’s vote was 
an organization and not a “»per- 
sonal vote. That he ran way behind 
the normal vote of the Independ- 
ent Voters* Association shows con- 
clusively that as a vote-getter Cool. 
idge is a Hability rather than an 
asset.” 

Coolidge’s triumph in North Da- 
kota is hailed with delight by his 
managers, and his victory in a 
camp of radicals, which four years 
ago gave Senator Johnson a huge 
plurality, is seen as an especially 
good omen for two reasons: 

“It iIncreaseg the President's al- 
ready excellent chances for nomi- 
nation and election, and it indi- 
eates the tendency of North Da- 
kota to get back into the regular 
Republican column and forsake the 
Nonpartisan League.”

Development of the proposed 
base over a twenty-year period at 
a cost of $20,000,000 was indorsed 
by high naval officials including 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, who 
contended it was necessary for Pa- 
cific defense. Opponents declared 
further development in the San 
Francisco Bay area should be at 
the Mare Island yard.

It was indicated that advocates 
might attempt to renew the fight 
in the Senate when the naval om- 
nibus bill in which the Alameda 
project is incorporated, comes up. 

The site was offered to the Navy 
bv Alameda for an operating base. 
The department’s plan for develop- 
ment contemplated expenditure of 
$20,000,000 over twenty years.

And then they re- 
late how, contrary to this pledge, 
administration of their country has 
been placed more and more in the 
hands of Filipino Christians, whom 
formerly they dominated. They 
ask that even should “independ- 
ence” be granted the rest of the ar- 
chipelago, their portion of it, Min- 
danao, Sulu and Palawan, be 
erected into an organized territory 


jof the United States, with justice 


and equity for Christian, Mo- 
hammedan, pagan and foreigner, 
freedom of speech and religion, 
opportunity for American invest- 
ments, “affording our people 
opportunitv to progress in arts and 
science and agriculture,” and re- 
formation of the school] system, so 
as not to encroach upon their cul- 
ture. 

Stating that they represent 500.- 
000 Mohammedans “loyal unto

Nation.” 

They thank America “for the 
liberty and security of life which 
we-enjoyed until you (the people 
of the United States, by the Jones 
law of 1916) delegated your power 
and authority to Filipino Chris- 
tians.” 

They complain that they have 
not one representative in the 
Philippine Legislature elected by 
the votes of the people, and that 
their representation by mere ap- 
pointees is a farce. They also 
complain that “the Philippine Leg«- 
islature appropriates 1,600,000 
pesos a year for proindependence 
propaganda, thereby forcing us to

They call attention to the fact 
that petitions are being cirgulated 
which “by reason of official pres- 
sure our people are compelled to 
sign, that are for the purpose of 
leading the people of the United 
States to believe that we are dis- 
loyal to the United States and to 
our Governor-General, when such 
is not the case. Even provincial 
governors (Filipinos) prostitute 
their offices for this purpose.” They 
point to the efforts being made 
to submerge “Noro culture and 
civilization through the mila- 
tion of our people by Christian 
Filipinos,” and from this effort, if 
it be not halted ty the United 
States, they predict “such compli- 
cations as have caused untold 
misery in the Balkan states and in 
European Turkey, and which con- 
stitute a problem ‘today which 
again threatens the peace of the 
world.” 


With true satire, they say that 
with the machinery of legislation 
and taxation in their hands, as it 
is in the hands of Filipino Chris- 
tians, they too might “send mis- 
sions to the United States to pre- 
sent our side of the question.” 

“We hereby solemnly and re- 
spectfully petition the Congress of 
the United States,” closes the peti- 
tion, “for redress and amelioration 
of our present economic and politi- 
cal situation, and ask you, in the 
name of your God, and our God, 
who is one and the same, to 
promptly grant us our request, in 
order that this land of our fore- 
fathers may not be again drenched 
in the blood of Mohammedan and 
Christian, who should be dwelling 
together in peace and amity in the 
shelter of the American flag.’’ 

Americans who know Moroland 
are one voice in declaring that the 
doughty Moros mean exactly what 
they say. To the American Cbris- 
tian they pay homage; against the 
Filipino Christian they have cen- 
tury-old feuds. The American dis- 
armed them; once they were dis- 
armed, the Filipino asked to rule 
them: and under this rule they 
say “even women and. children 
have been shot down by the con- 
stabulary, and the reports glossed 


over.”

BRUTAL SLAYER 
PLEADS GUILTY

NEW YORK, March 20.—Frank 
Benner, hospital cook, who) 
strangled Estelle Phillips, sales- 
woman, to death in a furnished 
rooming-house in which they lived 
October 12, 1923, and indicted for 
murder in the first degree, was ar- 
raigned before Judge Mancuso in 
the Court of General Sessions and, 
on recommendation of Asst. Dist- 
Atty. Brothers, indorsed by Dist.- 
Atty. Banton, was allowed to plead 
guilty to murder in the second de- | 
gree. He*also pleaded guilty to. 
another indictment charging him 
with an attempt to strangle his 
wife, Josephine Egan, on January. 
16, 1923. 

The penalty for the murder is 
from twenty years to life in Sing 
Sing, and for the assault ten years. 

In recommending that Benner 
be allowed to plead to a minor 
degree of murder the District At-. 
torney said that although two 
alienists have pronounced the man 
legally sane, there is no doubt 
about his mental instability. The) 
murder of Miss Phillips, the Dis- 
trict Attorney said, an inoffensive, 
hard-working woman who occupied 
a room next to that of Ben- 
ner, was atrocious. Benner fled 
to Philadelphia, obtained work ina 
tuvVerculosis hospital and there 
strangled and almost killed Mary | 
Mitchell, a nurse, on December 15, | 
1923. Returning to New York he 
got a job in a hospital kitchen and 
detectives who had been watching | 
for him took hi minto custody. |

Threatening Letters Also 
Written to Doctor 


Professional Jealousy Given 
as Motive 


Two Blazes Are Started in 
Competitor's Office 


[EXCLY'STVE DISPATCH 

PENDLETON (Or.) March 20.—~ 
Three confessions were obtained 
by H. H. Pomeroy, State Fire 
Marshal, and ther officers from 
Dr. James Otis Kenyon, Milton 
dentist, that he wrote threatening 
letters to Dr. A. D. Woodmansee, 
also of Milton, and twice set fires 
in the latter's office. The fires, 
that caused damage of approxi- 
mately $4500 to the contents of 
._Dr. Woodmansee’s office, occurred 
November 8, 1923, and January 
$1, last. 

Professional jealousy was the 
cause given by the dentist for his 
acts, and he also said that his 
wife had been slighted ty Dr. and 
Mrs. Woodmansee. The idea that: 
he should set the fire and possibly 
drive his competitor out of busi-' 
ness and thus make It possible to 
provide in better fashion for his 
wife and family also entered into 
his final decision, according to one 
of the written statements. 


HELD FOR TRIAL 

Dr. Kenyon was arraigned on a 
charge of arson this afternoon in 
Pendleton, waived hearing and was 
bound over to the grand jury un- 
der a bond of $1000, which was 
furnished. 

He used kerosene in starting 
both fires, according to his con- 
fession. For the fire of January 
31, he carried the kerosene to his 
competitor’s office in a container 
wrapped in a newspaper. A part of

Banker’s Conference Finds 
Conditions Favorable 


Improved Outlook 


Iowa Still Housecleaning 
Ohio Prosperous 
BY GLENN GRISWOLD 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH)

CHICAGO, March 20.—The sav- 
ings-bank division of the American 
Bankers’ Association has divided 
the country into four parts and 
is holding saving conferences in 
each section. The Los Angeles and 
New Orleans meetings have been 
held, that of Chicago is in session 
now and New York wil) follow 
shortly. These gatherings of lead- 
ng bankers from a wide territory 
,ffer unusual opportunity to gath- 
er the composite banking view of 
business conditions. The Chicago 
symposium ig quite encouraging. 

Those bankers who come from 
that narrow strip of land of com- 
paratively light rainfall just east 
of the Rockies and ranging from 
the Canadian border to the Rio 
Grande are not at all optimistic 
and many are inclined to believe 
that conditions in their home ter- 
ritories may grow worse fore 
they improve. . 

This is largely a banking mat- 
ter, however. It is conceded that 
even in these territories farm dis- 
tress has reached the bottom and 
is tending toward recovery. Els*e- 
where in the seventeen States rep- 
resetited in the Chicago conference 
conditions are found sgatisfactory. 

Since thig is a savings confer- 
ence the point of view is largely 
that of savings managers. These 
men find that savings are accumu- 
lating despite a considerable drain. 
It is fortunate, however, that the 
bulk of the money that its going 
out of.savings accounts is going 
into permanent investment, such 
as municipal and government 
bonds and to a less extent indus- 
trial bonds and real estate and 
real-estate mortgages. Luxury 
buying and extravagance are but 
a negligible facfor. 

The presidents of the State bank- 
ers’ associations of Indiana, Ohio 
and Wisconsin have prepared for 
us brief resumes of conditions in 
the States they represent. As to 
Tilinois, little need be added to 
what has been said here recently. 
Both urban and rural communities 
are showing a marked improve- 
ment and banking conditions are 
workine into ease and business 
prosperity. 

WISCONSIN FORTUNATE 

BE. A. Reddeman, vice-president 
of the National Bank of Commerce 
of Milwaukee and president of the 
Wisconsin Bankers’ Association, at- 
tributes much of the good fortune 
of that State to farm diversilica- 
tion. He gays: . 

“Wisconsin has been particularly 
fortunate im the last iew years in 
that it has not had to go through 
the depression seen in other States 
and it ig consequently in a strong 
conditien today. Dairying is the 
chief industry of the State and that 
has yielded the farmer a steady 
income that put him on a straight 
business basis. He budgets his in- 
come, which grain farmers cannot 

ell do, because they get their re- 
turns in one lump. A part of the 
Wisconsin farmer's income each 
month goes into savings and it does 
not often come out. As a result, 
deposite are climbing. steadily 
higher in practically all Wisconsin 
banks and they have been moving 
upward for more than two years. 

“We had no iand inflation to 
speak of and have none today. 
Prices were never over $200 an 
acre in the State and are somewhat 
below that today, which i« a basis 
that will yield a profit on the in- 
yesetment. The outlook for business 
on the whole is good. IT look for a 
fairly even trend in most of the 
industries of the State, with neither 
anv boom nor depression.” 

Remarkable accumulations of 
eavings funds in Ohio are report- 
ead by William Allendorf, presi- 
dent of the Commercial Banking 
and Trust Company of Sandusky, 
and of the Ohio Bankers’ Associa- 
tion. 

“Ohio has been very prosperous 
in both manufacturing and .agri- 
culture, and in consequence the 
banks of the State are in strong 
position. The outlook for business 
is and for that reason I hbe- 
lieve there will be continued pros- 
perity in Ohio throughout this 
year. 

“The tire industry around Ak- 
ron has been rather hard hit and 
not working full time, but that is 
passing, and even they. are pick- 
ing <up considerably. The banks 
of the State have shown steady 
gains in deposits, with savings 
maintaining a consistent upward 
trend. Gaines in savings in the 
manufacturing district have been 
marvelous, because labor is fully 
employed at high wages. They 
are thrifty and the banks are driv- 
ing harder for business, so that 
‘imost of the surplus earnings are 

being put away. 

“There is somg buying of lux- 
‘uries, of course. Ohio has nearly 
1,000,000 automotiles, but the pur- 
chase of these s not, been at 
the expense of savings. There are 
more people saving money than 
are throwing it away, so that the 
balance is in favor of thrift.” 


INDIANA SOUND 


Kitterman, president of 
the Firet National Bank of Cam- 
bridge City, Ind., and the Indiana 
Bankers’ Association, reports as 
Hollows for the Hoosier State: 

“Indiana is ona good “sound 
foundation, with savings deposits 
showing a gradual improvement. 
The proportion of endeavor in the 
State is about 50 per cent agri- 
cultural and 50° per cent manufac- 
turing, and both have kept a fairly 
steady level recently. The people 
on the whole are prosperous, and 
they bear in mind the lesson of 
1920 and are not dissipating their 
earnings. The outlook is for bet- 


terment. 
“I believe that business has 
reached the bottom and cannot 


help but do better. I think prices 
of farm products have touched bot- 
tom. The farmers in many parts 
of Indiana were hard hit, princi- 
pally because they overproduced 
hogs. Fancy prices of 1922 and 
early in 1923 caused almost ali of 
them to feed their corn to hogs, 
with the result that about two 
lweeks ago many of the farmers 
were almost giving pork away. In 
the last two weeks the value on the 
farms, however, bas almost daev- 
bled, and this trouble its entirely 
passed. 


“The farmer who maintained a 
steady balance in operations and 
had a variety of products was able 
te make money in the last few

During the last year 17,529 
stockholders were added, bringing 
the total number for the year up 
to 66,636, the total to the date of 
this meeting being 68,600. 

One hundred and thirty thous- 
and horsepower of electric energy 
has been developed from the Biz 
Creek-San Joaquin River project 
during the year. Auxiliary steam 


power necessary to render the 
equilibrium between water and 
steam generation amounting to 


132,000 horsepower will be added 
during the present year. 

Mr. Miller will state that new 
business amounting to 219,046 
horsepower has been contracted for 
during the year, which will ab- 
sorb the capacity of new plants 
constructed last year. Fifty-four 
thousand, four hundred new con- 
sumers were added during the 
year, making a total of 248,000 
consumers served direct from the 
company’s lines, and 160,000 more 
through energy sold wholesale to 
municipalities for resale. 

Concerning rates for electric 
service, the annual report will set 
forth that on November 15, 1923, 
a further reduction in rates was 
authorized by the Raflroad Com- 
mission, making the present rates 
lower than the rates prevailing 
prior to the war, a condition made 
possible by the expansion of the 
company’s business and the effi- 
ciency and economy resulting from 


the gradual consummation of its 
great program of hydroelectric 
development. 


Ehe present year’s budget ap- 
Ppropriation for construction of 
water power and steam generation 
Properties and for transmission 
and distribution will amount to 
$26,288,000. The company ex- 
pects to finance this by the sale 
of preferred stock amounting to 
$8,000,000, which will enable it 
to sell bonds amounting to ap- 
proximately $18,000,000. 

The chief construction activities 
of the company this year are add- 
ing extensively to its steam power 
auxiliary and forcing to rapid 
completion the great Florence 
Lake Aunneil in the high Sierras 
by about February, 1925. which 
will previde an additional water 
supply sufficient to generate 600.- 
000 horsepower of new electric 
power. 

BUSINESS FOUR SQUARE 

Demagogues and agitators 
against the present business sys- 
tem would be “out of a job” if 


there were better understanding 
on the part of the general public 
of simple economic principles, F. 
N. Shepherd, executive manager 
of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, deciared last night, speaking 
before the regional savings con- 
ference of the organization in Chi- 
cago, He recommended that 
business organizations promote 
broader public education in eco- 
nomic subjects. 

“As a people,” he said, “we have 
et to learn the necessity of keep- 

g our currency sound, flexible, 
responsive to the demands of 
trade, and our banking system 
free from the inroads of political 
interference. We do not appre- 
ciate the fact that the bloc sys- 
tem of government is not only 
favoritism but economically 
wrong and harmful to those whom 
it would serve. We do not fully 
understand that government 
ownership has without exception 
—where weighed in the balance— 
been found wanting; and any £ov- 
ernmental price-fixing acheme, 
however ingenious, whether for 
the growers of wheat or the man- 
ufacturerse of safety razors, is of 
doubtful expediency in time of 
war and of outright iniquity in 


time of peace. The free play of 
economic forces will, by and 
large, keep our indusfrial and 


business structure more nearly in 
balance than is possible for us to 
maintain by the intrusion of ar- 
tificial interference, political or 
otherwise.”

IN WOOLEN Goops 


TRADING SPASMODIC AT FIRM 


VALUES; WESTERN CLIPS 
LESS ACTIVE

PHILADELPHIA, 
Spasmodic trading at firm values 
continues to prevail in the wool 
market, despite the evident slow 
movement in goods. Contracting in 
the West and possibility of a re- 
export movement of foreign wools 
in bond are centers of interest. 


Nolls are in good demand, but ¢ 
scarcity of supply has lessened the 
activity of previous weeka with 
no change tn prices. . 

A decline in activity in contract- 
ing for Western clips is noted. and 
dealers are exercising considerable 
caution, now that the first rush 
of the movement its over. There 
is an evident desire among eastern 
houses to keep the contract prices 
within the indicated range of 38 
to 42 cents, so that unforeseen 
conditions will not catch them with 
high-priced stock on their ‘hands, 
as it did last year. Statistically, 
the future is sirong, but dealers 
are glancing at a similar situation 
in cotton for a guide to possibili- 
ties in a short crop and light de- 
mand from goods manufdcturers. 

Shortage of wool abroad, with 
a fairly active demand, has begun 
to attract imports held here in 
bond. With prices up 10 to 15 per 
cent in London since December, it 
is to be expected that some of the 
consignments will be ordered re- 
turned for resale. No definite in- 
dication that the movement has 
reached the local market is re- 
ported, though some noile. have 
been resold before leaving the oth- 
er side. 

Increased combing and clothing 
wool imports here the lapt two 
weeks Indicate that the stock is 
intended for consumption, as the 
greater part was sold to arrive. 

Woolen’ manufacturers are good 
buyers of the fine grades, and some 
better -business is expected from 
this quarter as the season ad- 
vances. The steady demand for the 
medium and low grade numbers 
is thought to have been based on 
the proportionately lower prices, 
and as the advance has been steady 
in the coarse wools for four 
months, the market Is expected 
to work toward the finer grades. 
Worsted spinners are decidedly 
dull, with Interest in future lack- 
ing and goods demand nominal. 

Domestic wool prices are firm 
and unchanged from last week. 
The conservative buying that has 
prevailed for some time is thought 
to be an effort to bear the mar- 
ket, but dealers are holding sup- 
plies at established levels, as re- 
placement of wanted grades is 
difficult. A slight increase in con- 
sumption would bring about scar- 
city and sharp rise in prices be- 
cause of the narrow limits of trad- 
ing that have been prevalent so 
long. Fleece and territory wools 
have been quiet. The range of 
prices for the week on a clean 
basis is as follows: Fine staple 
combing, $1.40 to $1.45; average 
fine. $1.80 to $1.35; half blood 
combing, $1.30 to $1,585; three- 
eighths combing. $1.12 to $1.16; 
quarter-blood combing, 93 cents 
to $1.02, and low-quarter comb- 
ing, 78 cents to 85 cents.

England for 
Service 


Four new motorships, said to be 
the ultimate development in cargo- 
carrier construction, are being 
completed in England for the 
Roosevelt Lines’ around-the-world 
service out of Los Angeles Har- 
bor, it was announced yesterday by 
Kermit Roosevelt, president of the 
company. They will be delivered | 
this spring and placed immediate- 
ly on the around-the-world run 
in the joint service with four Jap- 
anese ships of the Kokusai Kisen 
Kabushiki Kaisha. 

The first sailing from Los An- 
geles Harbor will be that of the 
motorships Silverash, about April 
20, according to the announcement. 
She will be followed a fortnight 
jater by the Japanese steamer Italy 
Maru. 

The Roosevelt motorships are 
sister craft, of 11/000 tons each. 
They are driven by late-type Diesel 
engines of 3500 horsepower, giving 
them a cruising speed of eleven 
knots an hour. Their cargo ar- 
rangements and handling gear 
have been designed for speedy 
freight handling in port, said Mr. 
Roosevelt, and they are expected to 
prove among the most efficient and 
economical cargo carriers on the 
seas. All four vessels are owned 
by the Kerr-Roosevelt interests.

CREDIT MEN’S 
SESSIONS END 


Conference is Closed With 
Banquet’ 


National Officers Speak in 
Final Event 


Mellon Plan Indorsed by 
Delegates 


Credit men representing all sec- 
tions of the State, who have been 
meeting in Los Angeles for their 
fourth annual California confer- 
ence, closed their sessions  iast 
night at a banquet in the Ambas- 


gates and their families were 
Men's Association. Earlier in the 
day the business sessions were con- 
cluded at the Alexandria and res- 
olutions adopted as the final work 
of the convention. 

The conference went on record 
as indorsing the Mellon plan for 
income tax reduction, indicating 
that some measure was necessary 
for relief from the present taxes 
imposed on business and com- 
mercial interests. 
| Approval was voiced of the Fed- 
eral Reserve banking system and 
its usefulness pointed out in avert- 
ing panics and crises. The finances 
of the United States were de- 
clared to be on a sound basis. 

In the resolutions the newspa- 
pers of the city were thanked for 
their co-operation and appreciation 
was expressed for the hospitality 
of the city and the work of the 
local organization in calling the 
conference. 

Nearly 1000 guests crowded into 
the main dining-room at the Am- 
bassador last night 
until closing time the 
speeches of the evening had been 
delivered. 

J. H. Tregoe, of New York City, 
secretary-treasurer of the Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men, 
gave what he termed “the great 
challenge of today” Bnd 
on the credit men to foster a good 
government and back it with in- 
telligent people. 

“That is the foundation,” he 
declared, “for the prosperity of 
both business and finance.” 

He upheld the Cdnstitution in 
its original state and warned 
against amendments, 

“The mission of credit men,” 
Eugene 8S. Elkus, first vice-presi- 
dent of the National Association, 
told the delegates, “is to protect 
the moral and physical life of 
commerce. A fight must be made 
to keep dishonesty out of busi- 
ness.”’ 

During the afternoon meeting 
yesterday, L. M. Maynard, assist- 
ant cashier of the National City 
Bank, gave the credit men an 
analytical survey of crisa#, dis- 
turbances and panics in finance 
and business. He declared that 
while a crisis is precipitated 
through credit and money condi- 
tions, the underlying causo is 
brought about by the mass of 
the people, acting without inde- 
pendence and only heeding trade 
propaganda. 

At the morning session EB. H. 
McGinnis of the United Hardware 
and Metal Company described the 
greatest obstacle to industry today 
as the incompetent business man 
who fails to consider his credit 
obligations and the unskilled credit 
mar who permits the incompetent 
busineas man to overstep his credit 
rights. 

“There is a great demand today 
for skilled credit managers,” he 
declared, “who will combat the 
criminals defrauding business 
houses. Statistics show that 10 per 
cent of all business men today are 


either potential or downright 
crooks. The other 90 per cent are 
honest.” Mr. McGinnis advanced 


the theory that the only solution 
to successful business is the pros- 
ecution of bad accounts. 

Some fifty students of economics 
at the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia under Prof. Emery E. Olson 
were guests at the meetings yes- 
terday and the topics discussed 
were framed in some measure for 
their benefit.
